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US, Egypt Resume Formal Security 
Talks With Kerry Visit

CAIRO (AP) — Despite per¬ 
sistent human rights con¬ 
cerns, the United States on 
Sunday resumed formal se¬ 
curity talks with Egypt that 
were last held six years ago 
and kept on hiatus until 
now amid the political un¬ 
rest that swept the country 
in the wake of the Arab 
Spring. 

Two days after the U.S. 
delivered eight F-16 war¬ 
planes to Egypt as part of 
a military support package 
that the Obama adminis¬ 
tration is boosting to help 
Egypt counter an increas¬ 
ing terrorist threat, Secre¬ 
tary of State John Kerry 
restarted the so-called 
“strategic dialogue" with 
Egyptian officials in Cairo. 
The dialogue was last held 
in 2009 and did not occur 
in subsequent years due 
to the Arab Spring and tur¬ 
moil following the ouster of 
Egypt's authoritarian lead¬ 
er Hosni Mubarak in 2011. 
Kerry said the administra¬ 
tion is committed to work¬ 
ing with Egypt to enhance 
its military capabilities as it 
confronts growing threats 
from extremists, particularly 
in the Sinai Peninsula. 

That aid had been on hold 
until earlier this year due to 
human rights and democ¬ 
racy concerns in the wake 
of the military overthrow of 
Islamist President Moham¬ 
med Morsi in 2013. 

Before meeting with Egyp¬ 
tian President Abdel-Fattah 
el-Sissi, Kerry told Foreign 
Minister Sameh Shoukry 
the U.S. would “continue 
to provide robust training 
to the Egyptian military, as 
the military seeks it and de¬ 
sires it, in an effort to build 
capacity, and also to meet 
the highest expectations of 
your military for its profes¬ 
sionalism.” He noted that 
in addition to the F-l 6s, the 
U.S. had provided Egypt 
with Apache helicopters, 
attack boats, armored ve¬ 
hicles and other weapons 
systems this year. More aid 
is on the way, he said. 

At the same time, he ac¬ 
knowledged stress in the 
U.S.-Egypt relationship over 
human rights and said 
Washington would contin¬ 


ue to press Cairo on the ar¬ 
rests of dissidents and jour¬ 
nalists and mass trials. 
“Obviously, there has been 
a little bit of tension over 
certain issues,” he told re¬ 
porters at a joint news con¬ 
ference with Shoukry that 
was held shortly after a 
court in Cairo again post¬ 
poned a verdict in the trial 
of three Al-Jazeera English 
journalists, whose arrests on 
have sparked widespread 
condemnation. 

Shoukry said no journalists 
have been detained in 
Egypt for doing their jobs, 
only for terrorism and other 
offenses, and he rejected 
criticism that detainees 
were being denied due 
process. He said Egypt is 
committed to improving 
its human rights conditions 
but noted that all coun¬ 
tries, even mature democ¬ 
racies, have imperfect 
rights records. 

Kerry made the case, 
though, that freedom of 
speech, assembly and 
peaceful political dissent 
must be allowed if Egypt is 
to successfully combat ex¬ 
tremism, especially ahead 
of parliamentary elections 
to be held later this year. 
“We are absolutely clear 
that terrorists who kill civil¬ 
ians and attack Egyptian 
security forces have to be 
brought to justice, and we 
stand with Egypt in that 
effort. But it is equally im¬ 
portant ... to distinguish 
between those who use 
violence to achieve their 
ends and others who seek 
peacefully to participate in 
a political dialogue, even 
if what they say sometimes 
may make people uncom¬ 
fortable,” Kerry said. 

He said that fighting ex¬ 
tremism requires more than 
military might and called 
on Egypt to adopt a broad 
strategy that would both 
improve the economy and 
accept dissent to prevent 
young people from em¬ 
bracing radical ideologies. 
“Otherwise, no matter how 
many terrorists we bring to 
justice, those groups will re¬ 
plenish their ranks and we 
will not be safer. We will be 
involved in a round robin, 
circular, repetitive pro¬ 
cess,” Kerry said.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Re¬ 
publican presidential 
candidates dismissed the 
dominance of Donald 
Trump in early primary poll¬ 
ing, scrambling to position 
themselves days before 
their first debate, which 
will test Trump’s ability to 
present himself as a serious 
contender for the White 
House. 

While candidates and their 
teams in the crowded Re¬ 
publican field have spent 
hours privately strategiz- 
ing how best to tackle the 
billionaire businessman 
and TV star in Thursday’s 
debate, they publicly 
discounted the idea of 
Trump's rise even as a new 
poll showed him continu¬ 
ing a summer surge. 
“Anybody can do well for 
a month in this business, es¬ 
pecially if you have talent 


and you have personality, 
and Donald does,” New 
Jersey Gov. Chris Christie 
said on CNN’s “State of the 
Union." 

Trump, still a longshot to 
win the White House, has 
roiled the Republican race 


by branding Mexican im¬ 
migrants rapists and crimi¬ 
nals. His comments have 
sparked a feud with exas¬ 
perated Republican rivals 
who find his words wor¬ 
risome as they court the 
surging bloc of Latino vot¬ 


ers. 

Trump has tried to lower 
expectations for his first 
debate appearance. “I'd 
like to discuss the issues. 
I’m not looking to take 
anybody out or be nasty 
to anybody,” he said in an 
interview on NBC’s “Meet 
The Press." "You have to 
counterpunch. But I'm not 
looking to start anything." 
“These politicians — I al¬ 
ways say, they're all talk, 
no action. They debate 
all the time,” he said in an 
interview on ABC’s “This 
Week.” "I don’t debate.” 
He also spoke by phone on 
CBS’ “Face the Nation.” 

A new NBC News/Wall 
Street Journal poll released 
on Sunday showed Trump 
as the first choice of 19 per¬ 
cent of Republican primary 
voters, followed by Wiscon¬ 
sin Gov. Scott Walker at 15 
percent and Florida Gov. 
Jeb Bush at 14 percent. 


Such early polling is often 
discounted by analysts, 
but it does matter for the 
debate. Fox News, host of 
the Aug. 6 debate, intends 
to allow onstage only the 
10 candidates who fare 
best in polling averages 
from the five most recent 
national public opinion 
surveys as of Tuesday eve¬ 
ning. Candidates who do 
not qualify for the debate 
will be invited to partici¬ 
pate in a separate forum 
to be aired on the after¬ 
noon of the debate. 
Former Pennsylvania Sen. 
Rick Santorum said the Re¬ 
publican party shouldn’t 
overlook support in early 
voting primary states like 
Iowa and New Hampshire 
in favor of national num¬ 
bers. Santorum, who won 
a number of primary con¬ 
tests in 2012, now ranks at 
around 1 percent in most

Bush, other hopefuls address Koch brothers gathering

DANA POINT, California 
(AP) — Billionaire industri¬ 
alist Charles Koch warned 
America is “done for" if the 
conservative donors and 
politicians he gathered 
at a retreat this weekend 
don't rally others to their 
cause of demanding a 
smaller, less-intrusive gov¬ 
ernment. 

Inside a tightly guarded lux¬ 
ury resort in Southern Cali¬ 
fornia 450 business leaders

Five Republican contend¬ 
ers are speaking to the 
donor group, answering 
questions. That network 
has a budget of $889 mil¬ 
lion through the end of 
2016 — and much of it will 
be directed at electing a 
Republican to the White 
House. 


“History demonstrates that 
when the American people 
get motivated by an issue 
of justice, that they believe 
is just, extraordinary things 
can be accomplished,” he 
said, going on to reference 
the American Revolution, 
abolition of slavery and 
women's and civil rights 
movements. “We, too, are 
seeking to right injustices 
that are holding our coun¬ 
try back." 

Former Florida Gov. Jeb 
Bush and Texas Sen. Ted 
Cruz are due to speak Sun¬ 


day evening. Florida Sen. 
Marcio Rubio, Wisconsin 
Gov. Scott Walker and for¬ 
mer technology executive 
Carly Fiorina took questions 
on Saturday. 

Walker heaped praise on 
the donor crowd and said 
their patriotism reminded 
him of what he saw at tea 
party rallies, who may not 
have the net worth but 
who are also “fighting for 
their country. 

The Koch donor confer¬ 
ences, held twice a year, 
are insular affairs. 


Only those who have do¬ 
nated $100,000 or more 
to Koch-backed groups 
are invited. Yet even those 
deep-pocketed donors 
must check their mobile 
phones at the doors of 
some strategy sessions. 

For the first time, a small 
number of reporters were 
invited to hear the 2016 
candidates and attend 
some other forums. As a 
condition of attending, re¬ 
porters were not permitted 
to identify any of the do¬

WASHINGTON (AP) — Vice 
President Joe Biden's asso¬ 
ciates have resumed dis¬ 
cussions about a possible 
2016 presidential run after 
largely putting aside such 
deliberations during his 
son’s illness and following 
his death earlier this year. 
But Biden has yet to tell his 
staff whether he will run or 
personally ask them to do 
any planning for a poten¬ 
tial campaign, according 
to several people close to 
the vice president. 

Recent conversations be¬ 
tween Biden's associates 
and Democratic donors 
and operatives have led 
to speculation that Biden 
will challenge front-runner 
Hillary Rodham Clinton for 
the party's nomination, 
and individuals close to 
Biden have started look¬ 
ing into what options 
might be available to him 
if he were to run, such as 
potential staff in the early- 
voting state of Iowa. 

Biden is expected to make 
a final decision as soon as 
early September, accord¬ 
ing to those familiar with 
his plans. 

The people close to Biden 
spoke to The Associated 
Press on the condition of 
anonymity because they 
were not authorized to 
discuss the deliberations. 
The renewed focus on 
Biden comes amid some 
signs of weakness for Clin¬ 
ton, including declines in 
her favorability among 
voters in recent polling. 
Sen. Bernie Sanders, who 
is challenging Clinton for 
the Democratic nomina¬ 
tion, has been attracting 
large crowds with a liberal 
economic message, evi¬ 
dence of a hunger within 
the party for an alterna¬ 
tive to Clinton's candida¬ 
cy. 

Biden's entry could fun¬ 
damentally reshape the 
dynamics of the Demo¬ 
cratic primary elections. 
Yet Clinton remains enor¬ 
mously popular among 
Democrats. She has raised 
nearly $50 million for her 
campaign. 

There are few signs, mean¬ 
while, that Biden is taking 


solid steps toward launch¬ 
ing a campaign. He has 
had little interaction with a 
“draft Biden" group push¬ 
ing him to run, and has yet 
to look for office space in 
early voting states or raise 
money for a potential bid. 
Kendra Barkoff, the vice 
president's press sec¬ 
retary, said Biden was 
spending his time work¬ 
ing on President Barack 
Obama’s agenda, not on 
planning his own potential 
presidential campaign. 
“As the Biden family con¬ 
tinues to go through this 
difficult time, the vice 
president is focused on his 
family and immersed in his 
work,” Barkoff said. 

Biden’s son. Beau, died of 
brain cancer in May. The 
younger Biden's death 
prompted an outpour¬ 
ing of support for the vice 
president, who also lost a 
daughter and his first wife 
in a car accident in 1972. 
Since Beau Biden's death, 
his father has surrounded 
himself with longtime con¬ 
fidants and former aides 
who can provide comfort 
and emotional support — 
but also have intimate ties 
to Biden’s two previous 
presidential campaigns. 

In recent weeks, several 
longtime donors, support¬ 
ers and former staffers 
have reached out to the 
vice president and his staff 
to offer their condolences, 
as well as to say they’d be 
on board if he chooses to 
run. 

The speculation around a 
potential Biden run grew 
even louder this past 
week when Fox News re¬ 
ported that Biden chief of 
staff Steve Ricchetti had 
met for breakfast with 
Louis Susman, a prominent 
Democratic donor and 
former U.S. ambassador to 
the United Kingdom. But 
individuals familiar with 
the meeting said Susman 
and Ricchetti are long¬ 
time friends and that Sus¬ 
man initiated the meet¬ 
ing. 

Biden would bring to the 
race 36 years of experi¬ 
ence in the Senate, as 
well as a breadth of for¬ 
eign and domestic policy 
experience from his years 
as vice president.

Ferguson spurs 40 new US state measures; activists want more

JEFFERSON CITY, Missouri 
(AP) — When a white Fer¬ 
guson policeman fatally 
shot a black 18-year-old 
nearly a year ago, the St. 
Louis suburb erupted in 
violent protests and Ameri¬ 
cans took notice. Since 
then, legislators in almost 
every state have proposed 
changes to the way police 
interact with the public. 

The result: Twenty-four 
states have passed at least 
40 new measures address¬ 
ing such things as officer- 
worn cameras, training 
about racial bias, indepen¬ 
dent investigations when 
police use force and new 


limits on the flow of surplus 
military equipment to local 
law enforcement agencies, 
according to an analysis by 
The Associated Press. 
Despite all that action, 
far more proposals have 
stalled or failed, the AP 
review found. And few 
states have done anything 
to change their laws on 
when police are justified 
to use deadly force. 

Civil rights leaders praised 
the steps taken by states 
but said they aren't enough 
to solve the racial tensions 
and economic disparities 
that have fueled protests 
in Ferguson, Baltimore, New 
York and elsewhere follow¬ 
ing instances in which peo¬ 


ple died in police custody or 
shootings. “What we have 
right now in the country is 
an emerging consensus as 
to the need to act,” said 
NAACP President Cornell 
William Brooks. “What we 
don’t have is a consensus 
as to how to act, what to 
act on and how to do this in 
some kind of priority order.” 
The Aug. 9 shooting of Mi¬ 
chael Brown, an unarmed 
18-year-old who had scuf¬ 
fled with Ferguson officer 
Darren Wilson, came just a 
few weeks after Eric Gar¬ 
ner — an unarmed black 
man accused of illegally 
selling cigarettes — died in 
a struggle with white New 
York City officers. Garner's 


death was captured by an 
onlooker's video. Brown’s 
was not, and word quickly 
spread that he had been 
shot while surrendering with 
his hands up — an assertion 
uncorroborated by state 
and federal investigations. 
Some Ferguson protesters 
burned stores and threw 
rocks and Molotov cock¬ 
tails at heavily armored po¬ 
lice, who fired tear gas and 
rubber bullets to disperse 
crowds — all under the lens 
of live, national media cov¬ 
erage. The protests again 
turned violent when a Mis¬ 
souri grand jury decided 
not to charge Wilson. And 
similar riots broke out in Bal¬ 
timore in April following the 


funeral of Freddie Gray, a 
25-year-old black man who 
died after being injured in 
police custody. 

The AP analysis of legisla¬ 
tion passed in all 50 states 
found the most action 
taken on officer cameras 
that can capture what 
transpires between police 
and civilians. Sixteen states 
passed body-camera 
measures this year, ranging 
from resolutions merely cre¬ 
ating study panels to state 
grants subsidizing cameras 
and new laws on how they 
can be used. Numerous cit¬ 
ies, including Ferguson, also 
began using the cameras 
without waiting for legisla¬ 
tive direction. □

SAN JUAN, Puerto Rico (AP) 

— Former Maryland Gov. 
Martin O'Malley became 
the first Democratic presi¬ 
dential candidate to make 
a campaign stop in Puerto 
Rico this year as part of an 
effort to woo Latino voters. 
He met Saturday with local 
legislators and residents to 
talk about their concerns 
as the U.S. territory tries 
to emerge from a nearly 
decade-long economic 
slump and struggles with 
$72 billion in public debt. 
O'Malley also was sched¬ 
uled to attend a fundraiser 
Saturday night. 

In a brief interview with The 
Associated Press, O’Malley 
said Puerto Rico should re¬ 
ceive the same treatment 
as the U.S. mainland. 

“Right now, the people of 
Puerto Rico ... are being 
treated very unjustly by 
forces on the mainland, 
forces on Wall Street and 
the intransigence of this Re¬ 
publican Congress in tak¬ 
ing action to restore simple 
bankruptcy protections,” 
he said. 


The administration of Puer¬ 
to Rico Gov. Alejandro 
Garcia Padilla has been 
pushing for the right for the 
island’s public agencies to 
file for bankruptcy under 
Chapter 9, but the pro¬ 
posal has not drawn any 
Republican co-sponsors in 
the U.S. Congress. Garcia 
said in recent weeks that 
the public debt is unpay¬ 
able and needs to be re¬ 
structured. 

O'Malley said Garcia 
should not be alone in that 
fight. 

“He doesn't have a mag¬ 
ic wand,” he said. “This 
should be something that 
our Congress, even our Re¬ 
publican Congress, cares 
about because it would 
do some damage and it 
would impact the United 
States if Puerto Rico were 
to go under, or its economy 
to tank, because we can't 
renegotiate this debt.” 

U.S. open-end bond mutu¬ 
al funds together own more 
than $11.4 billion of Puerto 
Rico bonds, or just over 15 
percent of its outstanding 
debt, according to a Morn- 
ingstar report. Hedge funds 


hold roughly one-third of 
Puerto Rico’s debt. Puerto 
Rico Sen. Jorge Suarez was 
among the local legislators 
who met with O'Malley. 

“It's incredibly important to 
have people who can give 
us a hand in such a diffi¬ 
cult moment," he told The 
AP. “Clearly, we’re dealing 


with an economic abyss.” 
O’Malley declined to com¬ 
ment on Puerto Rico’s fu¬ 
ture political status, saying 
it’s up to Puerto Ricans to 
decide, 

but he said he would fight 
for equal treatment for the 
territory, which he noted re¬ 
ceives lower Medicaid and 


Medicare reimbursement 
rates compared with the 
mainland. 

O'Malley is trailing in a field 
of five main Democratic 
presidential candidates, 
which includes former Sec¬ 
retary of State Hillary Rod¬ 
ham Clinton, whom he de¬ 
clined to talk about. □ 


Canada PM triggers election with vote in October

TORONTO (AP) — Canadi¬ 
an Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper triggered an elec¬ 
tion campaign Sunday 
and set the vote for Oct. 
19, when Harper and his 
Conservative party hope 
to earn a fourth term after 
almost a decade in power. 
Analysts say the election is 
a toss-up and Harper faces 
an uphill battle to form an¬ 
other majority government. 
If Harper wins he would be¬ 
come the first prime minis¬ 
ter since 1908 to win four 
consecutive elections. 

The prime minister dissolved 
Parliament Sunday in a visit 


to the governor-general, 
the ceremonial representa¬ 
tive of Queen Elizabeth II, 
Canada’s head of state. 
Harper has managed to 
nudge a traditionally cen¬ 
ter-left country to the right 
since coming to power 
in 2006. He has gradually 
lowered sales and corpo¬ 
rate taxes, avoided cli¬ 
mate change legislation, 
supported the oil industry 
against the environmental 
lobby, increased military 
spending and backed Is¬ 
rael’s right-wing govern¬ 
ment. He has deliberately 
avoided sweeping policy 
changes that could derail 


his government. Harper, 56, 
said the election is about 
keeping Canadians safe 
from terrorist attacks and 
the economy strong and. 
A collapse in oil prices, a 
major export, has hurt the 
Canadian economy. He 
said now is not the time for 
inexperience and “political 
correctness,” referring to 
the opposition leftist New 
Democrat party. 

“A national election is not a 
popularity contest,” Harper 
said. “It’s a genuine choice 
between practical, serious, 
real-world experience and 
a dangerous approach 
that has failed before and 


is failing in other countries." 
Analysts say a minority gov¬ 
ernment in the 338-seat 
Parliament is likely no mat¬ 
ter what party wins the most 
seats in Parliament. That 
would mean the winning 
party would have a shaky 
hold on power and need 
to rely on another party to 
pass new legislation. 

A coalition government 
between the leftist New 
Democrats and Liberals is 
also possible. 

Analysts say the opposi¬ 
tion New Democrats, led 
by Tom Mulcair, 60, have 
a chance to gain power 
for first time after the party 


won control of the legisla¬ 
ture in Alberta, Canada’s 
most conservative prov¬ 
ince, a few months ago. 
“Canadians are tell¬ 
ing us that they want 
change.

2 soldiers dead, 31 hurt in suicide attack

ANKARA, Turkey (AP) — 

Kurdish rebels on Sunday 
detonated an explosives- 
laden agricultural vehicle 
at a military police station 
in eastern Turkey, killing 
two soldiers and wounding 
31 others, authorities said, 
amid a sharp escalation 
of violence between the 
government forces and 
the autonomy-seeking in¬ 
surgents. 

Militants of the Kurdistan 
Workers’ Party, or PKK, 
used two tons of explosives 
to attack the station on a 
highway near the town of 
Dogubayazit in Agri prov¬ 
ince, close to Turkey’s 
border with Iran, caus¬ 
ing extensive damage to 
the building, the regional 
governor’s office said in a 
statement. The military said 
four of the injured soldiers 
were in serious condition. 

In a separate attack, one 
soldier was killed and four 
others were injured when 
their military vehicle hit 


a land mine believed to 
have been laid by the 
rebels in the southeastern 
Mardin province, the local 
governor’s office said Sun¬ 
day. 

Violence has flared in Tur¬ 
key in the past 10 days, 
shattering a fragile peace 
process launched in 2012 
with the Kurds. The govern¬ 
ment has conducted al¬ 
most daily airstrikes at PKK 
bases in northern Iraq while 
the rebels have attacked 
Turkey’s security forces. The 
airstrikes began as the U.S. 
and Turkey announced 
the outlines of a deal to 
help push the Islamic State 
group back from a strip of 
territory it controls along 
the Syrian-Turkish border, 
replacing it with more- 
moderate rebels backed 
by Washington and An¬ 
kara. 

At least 24 people have 
been killed in the renewed 
violence in Turkey, most of 
them soldiers. 

Turkey’s allies have support¬ 
ed Turkey's fight against 


the PKK, which they con¬ 
sider a terror organization. 
But they have also urged 
restraint and a return to the 
peace process. Turkey’s 
campaign against the PKK 
is complicating the U.S. 
war on IS militants, which 
has relied heavily on Syrian 
Kurdish fighters affiliated 
with Turkey’s Kurdish rebels. 
Government critics and 
Kurdish activists accuse 
the government of reig¬ 
niting the conflict in a bid 
to win nationalist votes 
and erode support for the 
country's pro-Kurdish party 
in possible new elections 
in the fall. Turkey's state- 
run Anadolu Agency has 
claimed that some 260 
rebels were killed in the air 
raids against PKK targets in 
northern Iraq. The PKK has 
not reported on its casual¬ 
ties. Kurdish activists said, 
however, that the Turkish 
airstrikes had destroyed at 
least six homes in the town 
of Zargel on Saturday, kill¬ 
ing at least eight civilians 
and wounding 12.Q 


Syrian rebel group leaves its 
HQ after clash with al-Qaida

BEIRUT (AP) — Clashes between members of al-Qai- 
da’s branch in Syria and a rebel faction in the coun¬ 
try’s north believed to have been trained by the U.S. 
government have stopped after the rebels aban¬ 
doned their headquarters, activists said this weekend. 
The Nusra Front meanwhile released a video showing 
one of the captured rebels saying that the men in the 
faction known as Division 30 were trained in Turkey by 
U.S. officers and sent back to Syria with money and 
weapons. 

The fighting came a few days after the U.S. and Turkey 
announced the outlines of a deal to help rebels push 
the Islamic State group back from a strip of territory 
it controls along the Syrian-Turkish border, replacing 
it with more moderate rebels backed by Washington 
and Ankara. 

Rami Abdurrahman, who heads the Britain-based Syri¬ 
an Observatory for Human Rights, said members of the 
Division 30 faction fled to a nearby area controlled by 
a Syrian Kurdish militia. Abu al-Hassan Marea, a Syrian 
activist who is currently in Turkey near the Syrian bor¬ 
der, confirmed Saturday that Division 30 fighters have 
withdrawn from their headquarters. 

Abdurrahman and Marea said Division 30 had less 
than 60 fighters and that on Friday alone the group 
lost five fighters and 18 others were wounded. 

A representative of Division 30 did not respond to writ¬ 
ten questions sent to the group’s Facebook account. 
On Friday night the Nusra Front said it attacked Divi¬ 
sion 30 and abducted some of its members, includ¬ 
ing its commander, because they were trained by the 
CIA and vowed in a statement to cut off “the arms” of 
the American government in Syria. During the fighting, 
U.S.-led coalition warplanes attacked the Nusra Front 
fighters according to activists. 

On Saturday Nusra Front posted a video showing the 
operation in which several Division 30 members were 
captured and the aftermath of the U.S.-led coalition 
airstrike. Five men were seen being taken with their 
hands behind their heads. 

One of the alleged rebels captured by Nusra Front 
identified himself as Zakaria Ahmad Safsouf from the 
northwestern village of Jbala saying he was asked by 
a rebel commander to go to Aleppo where he guard¬ 
ed a post. He said that after spending between 10 to 
20 days in Aleppo, fighters were sent to Turkey for a 
45-day training program that ended with each rebel 
being given an Ml 6 assault rifle as well as $400 and 400 
Turkish Liras ($150). “They then send them back to Syria 
to fight the Nusra Front,” the man, with a light beard 
said while standing in front of what appeared to be 
sand bags in a field. “There are senior American offi¬ 
cers and telecommunications equipment so that (reb¬ 
els) communicate with the coalition.” 

A masked Nusra Front fighter also appeared in the vid¬ 
eo saying his group has “cut of the hands of the West 
and Americans. ”□

France: 

Police disperse migrants at Channel Tunnel

COQUELLES, France (AP) 

— French riot police have 
sprayed migrants with a 
chemical irritant as they 
tried to storm the Channel 
Tunnel, and the British and 
French interior ministers 
said the nightly attempts 
to reach Britain are part of 
a “global migration crisis” 
that needs an internation¬ 
al solution. 

The migrants, who broke 
down several security 
fences early Sunday, 
were forced to retreat 


by riot police as they at¬ 
tempted to breach the 
final fence near the en¬ 
trance of the 50-kilometer 
(30-mile) tunnel under the 
English Channel. 

The migrants, estimated 
to number around 200 by 
an Associated Press jour¬ 
nalist, faced off for close 
to an hour with security 
forces, chanting slogans 
including: “Open the bor¬ 
der" and “We are not ani¬ 
mals." 

Thousands of migrants 
have been scaling fences 
near the tunnel, often re¬ 


ferred to as the Chunnel, 
in recent weeks, trying to 
hop on freight trains or 
trucks destined for Brit¬ 
ain. One man was fatally 
crushed by a truck. 

Most of the migrants have 
fled war, dictatorship and 
poverty in Africa and the 
Middle East, entering Eu¬ 
rope Greece or Italy be¬ 
fore heading north. Many 
think Britain offers the 
best prospects, because 
of the English language, 
welfare benefits and the 
perceived ease of getting 
a job.Q

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Russian military helicopter crashes during air show, 1 dead

MOSCOW (AP) — A Rus¬ 
sian military helicopter from 
an elite aerobatic squad¬ 
ron crashed Sunday dur¬ 
ing an air show, killing one 
pilot and injuring another, 
the Defense Ministry said, 
the latest in a series of ac¬ 
cidents that have dogged 
the nation's air force fhis 
year. 

The Mi-28 helicopter gun- 
ship was part of a flight of 
helicopters from the Berkut 
aerobatics team perform¬ 
ing stunts at the Dubrov- 
ichi firing range in Ryazan 
region, about 170 kilome¬ 
ters (105 miles) southeast 
of Moscow, when it went 
down. The Defense Ministry 
said the second pilot who 
survived the crash was in 
satisfactory condition. 


There was no damage on 
the ground, and the De¬ 
fense Ministry emphasized 
that the flights were con¬ 
ducted at a safe distance 
from the crowd and there 
was no danger for those 
who watched the air show. 
The footage broadcast by 
Russian television showed 
four gunships performing 
stunts and firing flares. One 
helicopter is then seen spin¬ 
ning down fast, hitting the 
ground and then explod¬ 
ing. The first pilot, Lt.-Col. 
Igor Butenko, was killed. 
“There are situations when 
it’s impossible to survive no 
matter how well-trained 
the pilot is," Butenko’s son, 
an air force academy ca¬ 
det, told Russia’s Lifenews 
online portal. 

The surviving pilot said the 
crash was caused by the

UK police: 

3 bin Ladens killed in England plane crash

LONDON (AP) — Three rela¬ 
tives of the late al-Qaida 
leader Osama bin Laden 
were among four peo¬ 
ple killed when a private 
jet crashed on landing in 
southern England, British 
police confirmed Saturday. 
The Hampshire Police force 
said formal post-mortems 
were still being conducted, 
but the victims were be¬ 
lieved to be “the mother, 
sister and brother-in-law of 
the owner of the aircraft, 
all of whom are from the 
bin Laden family." It said all 
three were Saudi nationals 
who were visiting Britain on 
vacation. The plane’s Jor¬ 
danian pilot also died. 


Arab media and NBC News 
named the relatives as 
Osama Bin Laden's step¬ 
mother Rajaa Hashim, his 
sister Sana bin Laden and 
her husband Zuhair Hashim. 
Saudi Arabia's ambassa¬ 
dor to Britain, Prince Mo¬ 
hammed Bin Nawaf Bin 
Abdel-Aziz, offered his con¬ 
dolences to the wealthy 
bin Laden family, which 
owns a major construction 
company in Saudi Arabia. 
“The embassy will follow up 
on the incident and its cir¬ 
cumstances with the con¬ 
cerned British authorities 
and work on speeding up 
the handover of the bodies 
of the victims to the king¬ 
dom for prayer and burial,” 


the ambassador said in a 
statement tweeted by the 
embassy.

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Mali: 2 soldiers killed, 5 injured in convoy ambush

Malian soldiers were killed 
and five were injured when 
their convoy was am¬ 
bushed in the center of the 
country, a defense official 
said Sunday.

pala and Diabaly, roughly 
400 kilometers (250 miles) 
by road north of the capi¬ 
tal, Bamako, said Lt. Col.

“At this time we can’t say 
anything about the iden¬ 
tity of those behind this 
ambush, but it’s clear that 


they are against the peace 
process,” Diakite said.

Nigeria: Review of soldiers condemned in Boko Haram war

Official: Top Burundi general assassinated in the capital

Gen. Adolphe Nshimiri- 
mana, the president's se¬ 
nior adviser on security 


matters, was killed when 
men in a car shot at him 
and his bodyguards in the 
Kamenge neighborhood, 
Willy Nyamitwe told The As¬ 
sociated Press Sunday. 

The attackers also lobbed 
a grenade into Nshimirima- 
na's vehicle, he said. The 
general was taken from 
the car and later died from 
his wounds, said Nyamitwe. 
The killing is likely to stoke 


tensions in Burundi, which 
has been wracked by vio¬ 
lence since April when Nku- 
runziza sought a third term 
in office. Nkurunziza’s bid 
to extend his time in pow¬ 
er sparked frequent street 
protests in Bujumbura that 
were violently repressed 
by authorities. More than 
100 people died in the 
unrest, and more than 
100,000 people have fled 


the country fearing further 
violence. 

Nshimirimana, a feared 
military officer who at dif¬ 
ferent times served as army 
chief of staff and the coun¬ 
try’s intelligence chief, was 
widely seen as a key mem¬ 
ber of Nkurunziza's secu¬ 
rity team who helped put 
down an attempted coup 
in May.

Peru reports Shining Path captives rescued

security forces rescued 54 
adults and children, mostly 
members of the Ashaninka 
indigenous group, who 
had been held by Shining 
Path rebels in a remote 
jungle region, government 
officials said.

of the adults were kid¬ 
napped between 20 and 
30 years ago from Puerto 
Ocopa and nearby towns 
backwhen the rebel move¬ 
ment was still strong. 

Baella said the women 
were used to produce 
child soldiers for the guer¬ 
rillas and grow crops for 
them. The oldest of the 34 
children was 14, he said this 
weekend.

“These children and the

Shattered cellphones. Fire¬ 
works accidents.

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Park wins Women's British Open, captures 4th different major

TURNBERRY, Scotland (AP) 

— As Inbee Park hunted 
down Jin-Young Ko in the 
final stretch of the Wom¬ 
en’s British Open, it quickly 
became clear which South 


Korean was the rookie and 
which was the player about 
to add another chapter in 
golf's record book. 

The top-ranked Park 
picked up seven shots in 
her last 12 holes, pressured 
her 20-year-old protege 


so much she finally lost her 
nerve, and completed a 
7-under 65 at Turnberry 
to capture the trophy she 
thought she may never win. 
Park won by three shots on 
12-under 276 for a seventh 
major title, becoming just 


the seventh female player 
to win four different majors 
— after Louise Suggs, Mick¬ 
ey Wright, Pat Bradley, Juli 
Inkster, Karrie Webb and 
Annika Sorenstam. 

“I don't know what else to 
go for now," said Park, who 
has won six of the last 14 
majors to cement her sta¬ 
tus as the best player of her 
generation. 

How about ending the de¬ 
bate about clinching the 
so-called career Grand 
Slam? 

The LPGA Tour is calling 
Park’s achievement just 
that. However, Park hasn't 
won the France-based 
Evian Championship since 
it was given the status of a 
fifth major in 2013. She did 
win the Evian in 2012. 

The Evian is staged next 
month, when Park can 
complete definitively what 
some are calling the “Su¬ 
per Slam.” 

“I feel like I've won all the 
majors in women's golf,” 
Park said, attempting to 


put a stop to the discussion. 
“Every major was very, very 
special to me. But to wrap 
it up with the British Open is 
just much more special ... 
This is definitely the golfer's 
most-wanted trophy.” 

Ko is just at the start of her 
golfing journey. 

Playing her first major, her 
first tournament outside 
Asia and with a tempo¬ 
rary, locally born caddie 
giving her advice on ev¬ 
ery shot, Ko began the last 
round tied for the lead and 
pulled three shots clear of 
a bunched-up chasing 
pack containing Park after 
a 20-foot putt for birdie on 
No. 10. She had already 
eagled the par-3 No. 7 with 
a 25-foot putt and rolled in 
a birdie of similar length at 
No. 8. 

Her composure was stun¬ 
ning, considering the un¬ 
charted territory she was in. 
Ko had never played links 
golf before this week. 

That was when Park made 
her move. □

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Merritt shoots 67 to win Quicken Loans National

GAINESVILLE, Va. (AP) — 

Troy Merritt walked to the 
final tee with a three-shot 
lead and slapped hands 
with fans on both sides of 
the ropes, knowing he had 
all but wrapped up his first 
PGA Tour title. 

Not bad for a player who 
had missed five cuts in a 
row coming into the Quick¬ 
en Loans National. 

Merritt shot a 4-under 67 
on Sunday and finished 
his first career victory in 96 
starts with a flourish, rolling 
in a 34-foot putt for birdie 
on the 72nd hole. After 
the putt fell, he raised his 
hands, looked toward fhe 
crowd and shrugged his 
shoulders, as if to say that 
it was the perfect way to 
finish. 

The victory came a day 
after Merritt soared to the 
lead with a tournament- 
record 61 at Robert Trent 
Jones Golf Club, and his 
closing 67 matched the 
best of fhe day on another 
sweltering afternoon. 

He finished at 18-under 
266. 

Rickie Fowler, who started 
the day one shot off fhe 
lead, also made a birdie 
on the final hole to claim 
second place at 15 under, 
and David Lingmerth was 
third, but both had up- 
and-down rounds. Fowler 
shot a 69 that featured 
seven birdies and five bo¬ 
geys, and Lingmerth's 69 
included five birdies and 
three bogeys. 

Merritt, who appeared to 
be walking in place as he 


set up for each shot, be¬ 
ing sure to get his feet in 
exactly the right position, 
lost the lead only briefly on 
fhe final day and stumbled 
just once, with a three-putt 
bogey at the par-4 12th, 
the most difficult hole on 
the course. He made five 
birdies. 

For much of the day, the 
tournament seemed des¬ 
tined to become a duel 
between Merritt and Bill 
Haas, who had six birdies in 
his first 10 holes and got to 
17 under, tied with Merritt 
and three clear of the rest 
of the field. But Haas strug¬ 
gled to find the fairway on 
the back nine, making four 
bogeys and a double bo¬ 
gey in the final seven holes 
and leaving Merritt in posi¬ 
tion to win it by just making 
pars. 

He did more than that, also 
knocking an 8-iron to 3 feet 
on the par-3 16th. 

It helped that all of the 
expected challengers fal¬ 
tered. 

Fowler, one shot back at 
the start, had three bogeys 
on the front nine. 
Lingmerth, who once 
shared the lead with Haas 
and Merritt at 15 under, fol¬ 
lowed with a bad bogey 
at the par-5 eighth, the first 
of fhree bogeys over the 
closing 10 holes that kept 
him from making a move. 
Haas wound up wifh a 70 
and shared fourth at 12 un¬ 
der with defending cham¬ 
pion Jusfin Rose and four 
others. 

Merritt, meantime, nev¬ 
er looked as though the 
stage was too much. 


He opened with a birdie 
to take sole possession of 
the lead, and made two 
more to turn at 3 under. His 
bogey at the difficult 12th 
dropped him into a tie with 
Haas at 16 under, but Haas 
then crumbled. 

Tiger Woods made a run 
at contention with birdies 
on five of his first 10 holes 
to get to 10 under, but with 
a huge crowd following 
and shouting encourage¬ 


ment with every swing, he 
missed 3-foot putt at No. 
11, the first of three bogeys 
in four holes that killed his 
chances of making a seri¬ 
ous charge. 

His bogey on the 12th 
came despite one of the 
best shots of the tourna¬ 
ment. After hitting his drive 
well right and into a haz¬ 
ard, he took a drop and 
then hit a blind 5-wood 
to the back fringe of the 


green, about 15 feet from 
the cup. His bid for par 
buzzed the right edge of 
the hole, but did not fall. 
Woods finished with a 68 to 
tie for 18th at 8 under. 
Woods rose from No. 195 to 
No. 185 in the FedEx Cup 
rankings and has just three 
weeks left to climb into 
the top 125 and qualify tor 
the FedEx Cup playoffs, 
but said that that is not his 
focus.Q

LONG POND, Pa. (AP) — 

Joey Logano was the first 
leader to fade, his tank 
empty with three laps left. 
Martin Truex Jr. struck E with 
two laps to go. 

Kyle Busch knew his Toyo¬ 
ta was about out, too, his 
shot at a fourth straight win 
tapped out on the last lap. 
One by one, fuel woes 
cost the contenders. But 
the pain at the pump for 
drivers pushing toward the 
finish line was the break 
Matt Kenseth needed to 
coast past them all in the 
final thrilling laps Sunday to 
win the NASCAR Sprint Cup 
race at Pocono Raceway. 
The 400-mile race came 
down to fuel and which 
cars had it — and which 
ones didn’t. 


“I couldn’t catch them 
anyway but I just wanted 


to get as close as I could 
in case they ran out,” Kens- 
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eth said. 

Once they ran out, Kenseth 
not only had enough left in 
the tank to win, he pulled 
off a celebratory burnout. 
Kenseth's win continued 
the sensational summer run 
for Joe Gibbs Racing, mak¬ 
ing it five wins in the last six 
races. Busch, who had the 
other victories, failed in his 
bid to become the ninth 
driver since 1972 and the 
first since Jimmie Johnson 
in 2007 to win four straight 
Cup races. 

Busch had won three 
straight Cup races and four 
of five, swept the Xfinity 
and Cup races last week¬ 
end at Indianapolis and 
won the Truck Series event 
Saturday at Pocono. Busch 
remained outside the top 
30 in points, the second 
marker he needs to hit to 
qualify for the Chase. 

“I wish I had saved a little 
more," Busch said. “I wish I 
had known (Logano) was 
that far from making it. It’s 
a shame we couldn't get 
it done.” With a win, Busch 
would have had the points 
needed to at least crack 
the top 30, though he’d 
have to stay there for the 


final five races before the 
16-driver field is set for the 
Chase for the Sprint Cup 
championship. 

“We got greedy,” Busch 
said. “But that’s the posi¬ 
tion we're in.” 

Truex was 19th, Logano 
20th, and Busch 21st. 

“I was saving fuel just to 
cushion it,” Logano said. “I 
thought I was going to be 
good and then I started 
running out and knew we 
weren't going to make it. 
We were so close. You are 
counting down the laps in 
your head thinking you are 
going to make it but just 
didn’t do it. “ 

Brad Keselowski was sec¬ 
ond, followed by Jeff Gor¬ 
don, Dale Earnhardt Jr. 
and Greg Biffle. 

Kenseth had the only posi¬ 
tion that mattered, winning 
for the second time this 
season and for the first time 
ever at Pocono. 

“I never thought I’d win at 
Pocono,” he said. 

Kenseth won the fuel gam¬ 
ble and survived a race 
that resembled a demoli¬ 
tion derby: Cars, crews, 
walls, equipment, all took 
beatings over 400 miles. 
Kasey Kahne kicked off a 
race stuffed with carnage 
when his No. 5 got loose, 
found the opening to pit 
road and slammed the in¬ 
side pit road wall. Kahne’s 
hit buckled the wall, sent 
helmets flying and crew 
members scurrying for 
safety. 

“I saw the people and 
I thought to myself that 
those guys need to take off 
running and get out of the 
way,” Kahne said. 

The race was red-flagged 
for about 15 minutes while 
the wall was repaired. No 
one was hurt. 

Pit road proved a danger¬ 
ous place. 

Keselowski slid through his 
pit stall and took out three

With a record crowd of 
60,983 cheering him on 
Sunday at Monmouth Park, 
American Pharoah came 
out of the final turn with a 
clear lead and cruised to 
a 2 1 /4-length victory while 
Espinoza barely moved a 
muscle. 

“He ran like a champ,” Es¬ 
pinoza said. 

After winning the Kentucky 
Derby, Preakness and Bel¬ 
mont Stakes to become 
the 12th Triple Crown win¬ 
ner, and first in 37 years, 
American Pharoah’s return 
was greatly anticipated. 
Fifty-seven days after the 
Belmont, the 3-year-old 
son of Pioneerof the Nile 
looked better than ever in 
his eighth consecutive vic¬ 


tory. 

“That was nerve-racking,” 
Baffert said after his eighth 
win in the Haskell, five more 
than any other trainer. “I 
was getting pretty ner¬ 
vous.” 

Sent off at odds of 1-10, 
American Pharoah be¬ 
came the shortest price 
winner in Haskell history.

American Pharoah’s next 
start is now the biggest 
question in racing. There’s 
no answer yet, but options 
include the Travers at Sara¬ 
toga on Aug. 29, the Penn¬ 
sylvania Derby on Sept. 19, 
and the Awesome Again 
at Santa Anita on Sept. 26. 
“No clue,” owner Ahmed 
Zayat said when asked 
about his colt's next race. 
“We're going to enjoy this 
moment.” 

If all goes according to 
plan, American Pharoah 
will run his final race in the 
$5 million Breeders’ Cup 
Classic at Keeneland in 
Lexington, Kentucky, on 
Oct. 31. And then, he’s 
headed down the road to 
the breeding shed at Cool- 
more’s Ashford Stud. 

A few minutes after rocker 
Bruce Springsteen's “Born 
to Run” blared over the 
speakers as the horses 
walked onto the track, 
American Pharoah broke 
well from post No. 4. But 
it was Competitive Edge 
who took the lead. Espino¬ 


za kept his horse in second 
until the far turn. And then, 
American Pharoah took 
off and was all alone in the 
stretch. 

The final margin was de¬ 
ceptive because Espinoza 
never asked American 
Pharoah to run any harder 
than necessary. 

“It was pretty easy," Es¬ 
pinoza said. “For me the 
key was just coming out of 
there running. I knew that 
other horse would want to 
take the lead so I sat back 
just a little bit. I never like 
to go head and head with 
another horse so I sat back 
maybe half a length be¬ 
hind. He did everything by 
himself. It was pretty easy, 
pretty impressive." 
American Pharoah fol¬ 
lowed many of his Triple 
Crown colleagues by 
winning his first start after 
three grueling races in five 
weeks.

KUALA LUMPUR, Malaysia 
(AP) — A leading advertis¬ 
ing executive told the IOC 
on Sunday that the Olym¬ 
pic body needs to stay 
relevant with the younger 
generation and concen¬ 
trate more of its content on 
the Internet and via mobile 
devices. 

And the once futuristic- 
sounding technology of vir¬ 
tual reality will likely be part 
of the planning. 

Martin Sorrell, chief execu¬ 
tive officer of advertising 
agency WPP, said the In¬ 
ternational Olympic Com¬ 
mittee was in a unique po¬ 
sition because its biggest 
asset was its live content. 
“Live sports coverage is 
the last bastion of high- 
value traditional program¬ 
ming,” Sorrell said, adding 
that most consumers want 
to watch video when and 
where they choose. 

“But they can’t do that 
with live sports. Its power is 
its immediacy.” 

Sorrell also told the IOC that 
it needs to stay current by 
increasing its on-demand 


content and social media. 
“It’s critical to find your 
voice more than just 17 
days every two years,” Sor¬ 
rell said, referring to the 
rotation of Summer and 
Winter Games. “The time 
is now to engage and in¬ 
spire, and the Olympic 
Channel's time has come.” 
Last year, the IOC backed 
the launch of a digital 
channel to promote Olym¬ 
pic sports between the 
games and engage with 
young viewers. The chan¬ 
nel will feature material 
from the IOC’s archives, 
transmit some international 
sports competitions and of¬ 
fer a promofional plafform 
for bid cities. 

Sorrell said that while the 
new channel was a good 
idea, its content was cru¬ 
cial to its success. 

“The IOC needs to cre¬ 
ate a range of content 
that is more than archive 
and TV footage," he said. 
“You have the ultimate 
story platforms — tell sto¬ 
ries about the athletes, 
their families, friends and 
dreams.” 

And he stressed that most 


of the IOC's efforts should 
be via mobile platforms. 
“Mobile is a critical factor 
to engage the world," he 
said. “If the IOC and me¬ 
dia partners do not seize 
the opportunity, it risks los¬ 
ing an entire generation of 
new audiences.” 

Sorrell said he expected 


the next big communica¬ 
tion tool would be virtual 
reality. 

“Digital leaders believe 
that virtual reality could be 
the next big thing,” he said. 
“It allows people from re¬ 
mote locations ... to expe¬ 
rience a 360-degree video 
and sound of a distant 


event as if I was present 
there in person, virtually.” 
He said the technolo¬ 
gy could become real time 
in the future. 

“You could put on a pair 
of goggles as though you 
were an athlete in the sta¬ 
dium, bringing people to 
the athletes,” he said. □ 


Online viewers won’t miss 
Super Bowl ads shown on TV

LOS ANGELES (AP) — Next 
year, you won't have to 
worry about missing the 
buzziest commercials of 
the Super Bowl if you can’t 
get to a TV. 

In the past, not all adver¬ 
tisers bought online time 
along with a pricy 30-sec- 
ond spot during the most- 
watched TV event of the 
year. That meant online 
viewers had to go to a 
Super Bowl ad repository, 
such as Hulu and YouTube, 
to watch what they missed 


on TV. Broadcasters some¬ 
times ran substitute ads on¬ 
line instead. 

This time, CBS says it's mak¬ 
ing all advertisers buy an 
online spot with their on-air 
time, so ads seen during 
the online simulcast will be 
the same as the ones on 
TV. 

CBS is broadcasting the 
next Super Bowl, which will 
be held in Santa Clara, 
California, on Feb. 7. If’s nof 
known whether this policy 
will continue after that, as 
CBS rotates the broadcast 
with Fox and NBC. 


The Super Bowl is one of 
the rare times people 
watch ads rather than 
avoid them, as market¬ 
ers try to reach more than 
110 million Americans at 
once with ads designed 
to shock or make us laugh. 
During this year's game, 
30-second ads were selling 
for $4.5 million. CBS is aim¬ 
ing to increase that to $4.7 
million, not including what 
they can get for online 
playback. CBS wouldn’t 
say how much it gets for 
online. 

As with previous years, the 


online version will have a 
slight delay because of the 
time it takes for fhe broad¬ 
cast signal to get convert¬ 
ed into computer bits and 
travel to your device. So 


when you hear laughter or 
cheering in the next room, 
you might want to check 
your phone, tablet or lap¬ 
top to watch it when the

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From rents to haircuts: 

Americans start to feel price hikes

WASHINGTON (AP) — 

Apartment rents are up. 
So are prices for restaurant 
meals, haircuts, gym mem¬ 
berships and a cup of cof¬ 
fee. 

For American consumers 
who have become used to 


exclude food and energy, 
which tend to fluctuate 
sharply, “core” inflation has 
risen 2.3 percent at an an¬ 
nual rate in the past three 
months. 

— Rents are moving up. 

The biggest driver of infla¬ 
tion this year has been resi¬ 
dential rents. They climbed 


5 cents and 20 cents last 
month. 

And beef prices have 
soared nearly 11 percent 
in the past year, which has 
led Chipotle to raise prices 
for sfeak and its beef bar- 
bacoa by an average of 
about 30 cents per entree, 
the company says.

flat or even falling prices for 
several years, an unfamiliar 
sight has emerged in many 
corners of the economy: In¬ 
flation is ticking up. 

The price increases remain 
modest. And in many cas¬ 
es, they’re canceled out 
by price declines for other 
items that are keeping 
overall inflation historically 
low. 

Yet the stepped-up price 
tags for a range of con¬ 
sumer items are the largest 
since the Great Recession 
ended six years ago. They 
actually reflect a health¬ 
ier economy. Many busi¬ 
nesses have finally grown 
confident enough to pass 
their own higher costs on to 
consumers without fear of 
losing customers. 

Inflation as measured by 
the consumer price index 
has barely risen in the past 
12 months, mostly because 
cheaper gas has held 
down the index. 

But prices are rising. If you 


3.5 percent in June from a 
year earlier, according to 
government data, the fifth 
straight month with an an¬ 
nual gain of that size. That 
is the fastest yearly pace in 
six years. 

Americans are overwhelm¬ 
ingly choosing to rent rath¬ 
er than buy when they first 
form their own households, 
government data show. 
That has driven apartment 
vacancy rates to the low¬ 
est level in 25 years and 
pushed up rents. 

—Eating out is more expen¬ 
sive. 

The prices of restaurant 
meals are also rising more 
quickly, picking up 3 per¬ 
cent in June from 12 months 
earlier. 

Higher food costs are help¬ 
ing drive the increase. Cof¬ 
fee prices jumped 6.1 per¬ 
cent in January from 12 
months earlier, the most in 
nearly three years.

Labor costs are also rising 
as a growing number of 
states and cities boost the 
minimum wage. Chipo¬ 
tle just raised prices 10 per¬ 
cent in San Francisco partly 
because of that city’s mini¬ 
mum wage increase. 

—Haircut prices surge. 
Haircut prices jumped 1.6 
percent in June, the big¬ 
gest monthly jump in the 
62 years that the govern¬ 
ment has tracked the data. 
Over the past year, they’ve 
gone up 2.8 percent, the 
largest year-over-year gain 
since 2008. 

That’s no surprise to Chrissie 
Crosby, a retired govern¬ 
ment worker in Alexandria, 
Virginia. She says her pre¬ 
ferred hair salon has start¬ 
ed charging nearly $30 for 
a shampoo, blow dry and 
haircut, up from $22. 

“It used to be a convenient 
place for a trim, because it 
was inexpensive, but it’s no 
longer very inexpensive,” 
she said. □ 



Extended slump in oil taking 
a toll on industry, economy

NEW YORK (AP) — As drivers, shippers and airlines 
continue to enjoy lower fuel prices, the oil industry 
is responding to much lower profits with sharp cuts in 
spending and employment that are hurting economic 
growth. 

Low oil and gas prices are good for the overall econo¬ 
my because they reduce costs for consumers and busi¬ 
ness. U.S. economic growth was higher in the second 
quarter, and economists say that was partly fueled by 
consumers spending some of fheir savings on gasoline 
at stores and restaurants. 

But with oil prices down around 50 percent from last 
year, major oil companies are cutting back, offsetting 
some of fhis good news. For instance, Exxon Mobil said 
this weekend it cut spending by $1.54 billion in the sec¬ 
ond quarter, while Chevron announced it is laying off 
1,500 workers. Until about six months ago, booming U.S. 
oil and gas production was helping the country’s econ¬ 
omy grow during a time of economic sluggishness. 
David Kelly, chief global strategist at J.P. Morgan Asset 
Management, said this week that a $29 billion decline 
in oil exploration and mining activity in the U.S. cut eco¬ 
nomic growth by 0.7 percent in the second quarter, a 
sizable chunk for an economy that grew 2.3 percent. 
Investors also feel the pain. Lower oil profits have an 
outsized effect on stock markets because the compa¬ 
nies are so enormous. Analysts at RBC Capital Markets 
wrote that when oil prices drop by 10 percent, earnings 
for the overall S&P 500 fall by 1 percent. 

Industry layoffs seem to be accelerating. Royal Dutch 
Shell, while announcing Thursday that profits fell 25 per¬ 
cent in the second quarter, said it would cut its global 
workforce by 6,500. Chevron’s quarterly profit fell 90 
percent and CEO John Watson said the company is 
reducing its workforce “to reflect lower activity levels 
going forward.” 

Layoffs at three of fhe big oil and gas service compa¬ 
nies are near 60,000 after two of them, Halliburton and 
Baker Hughes, revealed further layoffs in quarterly filings 
lasf week. 

BP CFO Brian Gilvary fold investors Thursday that the 
company has been cutting workers “and I think you’ll 
see more of that before we get to the end of the year.” 
BP’s oil and gas profit dropped 64 percent from April 
through June. 

Exxon Mobil's profit fell by half, to its lowest level since 
the recession of 2009, the company said Friday. Its op¬ 
erations in the U.S. — the center of the global oil and 
gas boom — posted its second straight quarterly loss. 
“The surprise really was here in the U.S.,” said Brian 
Youngberg, an analyst at Edward Jones. 

Shares of Exxon and Chevron, both components of the 
20-member Dow Jones Industrial Average, fell 4 per¬ 
cent on Friday after they announced results. 

The companies are in some ways victims of their own 
success. A surge in oil and gas production brought on 
by technological advances and high prices in recent 
years has flooded the market, sending global prices 
sharply lower. 

But geopolitical forces have also increased the pres¬ 
sure on prices. Iranian oil is poised to return the world 
market after years of sanctions, the Greek debt crisis 
is reducing economic growth in Europe and a shake- 
up in Chinese financial markets is reducing demand 
growth in the world’s second largest oil consumer. 
After nearly four years near $100 a barrel, the price of 
oil began slumping a year ago, falling to $43 by March. 
It surged briefly all the way to $61 in June, but then fell 
again. Oil traded just above $47 a barrel on FridayO 
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Can US housing industry’s comeback endure? The outlook dims

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 

U.S. housing market has 
sizzled this summer, lifting 
expectations that home 
sales will finally help drive 
an economic expansion 
now in its seventh year. 

Or will it? 

Signs are emerging that 
housing's momentum 
may be destined to falter 
in coming months. Ana¬ 
lysts note that some of the 
key foundations needed 
to sustain a brisk pace of 
home-buying in the long 
run appear to be missing. 
The U.S. economy had 
only just begun to de¬ 
rive strength from housing 
for the first time since the 
Great Recession began 
in 2007. If home sales flag, 
that strength would fizzle. 
The main problem is also 
the simplest: There just 
aren’t enough homes 
available. Robust demand 
has failed to draw many 
sellers into the market. And 
few in the industry foresee 
a flurry of home listings ar¬ 
riving soon. 

Other pressures will also 
likely slow sales. Steadily 
rising home prices can put 
ownership out of reach for 
some. What's more, build¬ 
ers are increasingly fo¬ 
cused on apartment con¬ 
struction rather than single¬ 
family homes. 

And then there are mort¬ 
gage rates, which have 
crept up from recent lows 
and made it incrementally 
harder for some would- 


be buyers already strug¬ 
gling to afford a purchase. 
Some buyers are rushing to 
finalize deals for fear that 
rates will keep rising — a 
trend that could depress 
demand later this year. 
“What we fear is next is if in¬ 


terest rates rise and prices 
rise,” said Deborah Heffer- 
nan, a Boston-area bro¬ 
ker. “That combination will 
definitely eliminate people 
from the market.” 

Early this spring, buyers 
leapt back into the mar¬ 
ket. Mortgage rates were 
just slightly above their 
2012 lows, and nearly two 
years of solid job growth 
had generated millions of 
new paychecks. 

Sales of existing homes 
have surged 9.6 percent 
in the past 12 months, ac¬ 


cording to the National 
Association of Realtors. 
In June, they hit an an¬ 
nual rate of 5.49 million, a 
pace last achieved be¬ 
fore the recession began. 
And sales of new homes 
have jumped 21 percent 


through the first half of 
2015, the government re¬ 
ported recently. 

But an unusual trend has 
taken hold: Stronger home 
sales have yet to motivate 
many people to put their 
homes on the market. List¬ 
ings for existing homes 
have barely edged up 
in the past year. And the 
pace of home building re¬ 
mains subpar compared 
with previous economic 
expansions. 

With buyer demand out¬ 
stripping supply, the na¬ 


tional median sales price 
for homes last month 
reached $236,400, the 
highest ever recorded, the 
Realtors said. 

For many would-be buy¬ 
ers, those higher prices are 
manageable if mortgage 
rates remain ultra-low. In 
June, the average 30-year 
fixed mortgage was 3.8 
percent. The average has 
since topped 4 percent 
as the Federal Reserve 
has moved toward raising 
a key interest rate from its 
near-zero level. When the 
Fed last prepared to curtail 
its stimulus efforts in 2013, 
rates spiked and home 
sales sank. 

Though only modestly up, 
the higher mortgage rates 
are having a dampening 
effect, according an index 
of buyer demand released 
Thursday by the national 
real estate brokerage Red- 
fin. It expects a slowdown 
in the growth of sales and 
prices as buyers pursue less 
expensive homes. 

“Interest rates are having 
an effect,” said Nela Rich¬ 
ardson, chief economist at 
Redfin. “It’s making buyers 
a bit more conservative.” 

In some key markets, prices 
have begun to stagnate as 
buyers seem to be retreat¬ 
ing. A majority of homes in 
Chicago, Phoenix, Los An¬ 
geles, New York and Wash¬ 
ington, D.C., either lost 
value or basically flat-lined 
during May, according to 
a study by Weiss Residen¬ 
tial Research. 

Weiss' analysis points to 


a contributing factor for 
the shortage of available 
homes: Many homeown¬ 
ers can’t find affordable 
homes themselves and so 
can’t list their own proper¬ 
ties for sale. 

“The reason why demand 
is high relative to supply 
is that homeowners are 
having a hard time mov¬ 
ing up,” said Allan Weiss, 
founder of Weiss Residen¬ 
tial Research. “There is grid¬ 
lock." 

In addition, many Ameri¬ 
cans remain squeezed by 
sluggish pay raises and 
have chosen to continue 
to rent. And some who do 
want to buy are unmoved 
by the limited selection 
and have decided to wait, 
said Tony Smith, a real es¬ 
tate broker in Charlotte, 
North Carolina. 

“Buyers are leaving the 
market because they 
don’t have anything to 
buy,” Smith said. “Some of 
them get frustrated and 
sign another lease.” 
Indeed, home ownership 
is declining, and renting 
has surged. Fewer than 64 
percent of Americans own 
homes, the lowest level 
since 1989, according to 
the Census Bureau. The 
share of people under age 
35 who own has dropped 
to around 35 percent from 
a high of 44 percent in 
2004.

Yet sales have improved 
so fast that many see signs that housing will likely lose 
momentum, for reasons ranging from too few homes for sale to 
the preference of some would-be buyers to keep renting to a 
still-slow pace of house construction.

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‘Roving rabbis’ in rural US on kosher mission

HELENA, Montana (AP) — 

Two young Orthodox Jew¬ 
ish rabbis have traded 


their studies in Brooklyn 
for the back roads of the 
rural northwestern state 
of Montana, where they 
are teaching the far-flung 
faithful how to keep ko¬ 
sher. 

Eli Chaikin, 23, and Dovid 
Lepkivker, 25, call them¬ 
selves the roving rabbis. 
Their mission is to reach as 
many of the state’s ap¬ 
proximately 3,000 Jews as 
they can in a month. 

Their message is a gentle 
one — more of a nudge 
than a push — in what are 
at best loosely organized 
Jewish communities where 
relatively few people strict¬ 
ly follow the dietary laws. 
“Any step you take is a 
positive step,” Chaikin said. 
“It’s not all or nothing.” 
Chaikin and Lepkivker are 
affiliated with Chabad- 
Lubavich movement. A 
Montana-based Chabad 
rabbi, Chaim Bruk, said he 
invited them to help him 
honor the 40th anniversary 
of a worldwide campaign 
to promote observance of 
the kosher laws by the in¬ 
fluential Rabbi Menachem 
M. Schneerson, known by 
his followers as the Rebbe. 
“We're celebrating a 40- 
year milestone when the 


Rebbe started this idea,” 
Bruk said. “I decided to 
rock Montana with that.” 
The roving rabbis have vis¬ 
ited more than 60 homes 


in Montana since July 7, 
many of them cold-calls 
to people they had only 
learned about by ask¬ 
ing around town or from 
someone the next town 
over. 

On a recent visit to Hel¬ 
ena, they sat in Beth Pa- 
gel's living room as she 
told them about the tra¬ 
ditional meals and snacks 
she prepares for her 
grandson’s classmates on 
Jewish holidays. She said 
she hasn’t made many 
Jewish friends since mov¬ 
ing to Montana’s capital 
city from Florida seven 
years ago, but she was 
delighted to find fwo doc¬ 
tors in town who are Jew¬ 
ish. 

Pagel readily offered fhaf 
she is not kosher but told 
them that she knows the 
rules: “I’m not going to of¬ 


fer you a cheeseburger,” 
she said. 

The rabbis were polite, 
never disagreeing with 
their host, but they kept 


on message. 

“I would venture to say 
you're much more kosher 
than you think,” Lepkivker 
said. 

The rabbis handed her 
a pamphlet on keeping 
kosher and pointed out 
the listing of all fhe cer¬ 
tification symbols found 
on food products. They 
ventured into the kitchen, 
where the rabbis scruti¬ 
nized everything, the spic¬ 
es, bread, wine and the 
canned goods. 

Then they delivered their 
request: Just change one 
non-kosher brand she 
regularly buys to a kosher 
one. 

Pagel nodded agreeably, 
but later shook her head 
no when a reporter asked 
if she would change any¬ 
thing as a result of the rab¬ 
bis’ visit.Q

Amid California drought, fears rise of trees dying, falling

LOS ANGELES (AP) - As 

Californians and the com¬ 
munities they live in cut 
back water use and let 
lawns turn brown, arborists 
and state officials are wor¬ 
rying about a potentially 
dangerous ripple effect: 
City trees going neglected 
and becoming diseased or 
even falling. 

With cities ordered to re¬ 
duce water use by 25 
percent during the state’s 
four-year drought, many 
residents are turning off 
sprinklers - not realizing that 
trees can be permanently 
damaged by a sudden re¬ 
duction in the amount of 
water they receive. 

“You don’t want to be cut¬ 
ting back the water to the 
trees," said Ruben Green, 
an arborist with Evergreen 
Arborist Consultants in Los 
Angeles. “The tree can’t 
adjust.” 

Across the state, 12 million 
trees died over the past 
year due to lack of water, 
according to the U.S. For¬ 
est Service. While the bulk 
of those deaths occurred 
outside urban areas, con¬ 
servationists and officials 
are now focusing on cities, 
where mandated water 
reductions are becoming 
visible in drying limbs and 
scorched leaves. 

Fears that parched trees 
could pose a danger were 
heightened this week when 
a 75-year-old, 75-foot-tall 
pine tree fell on a group 
of kids from a camp at a 
Southern California chil¬ 
dren’s museum, leaving a 
boy and girl hospitalized 
with serious injuries. An in¬ 
dependent arborist and 
another from the city of 
Pasadena are conducting 
an investigation into the 
cause, which has not been 
determined to be drought- 
related. 


Green visited the site of 
Tuesday's tree collapse 
and said it appeared un¬ 
likely the drought was to 
blame because the area 
around the tree looked 
well irrigated and its root 
system appeared compro¬ 
mised - a sign of rot, decay 
or injury, not necessarily the 
drought. 

Still, the collapse highlight¬ 
ed concerns about the 
health of urban trees. Los 
Angeles alone has more 
than 25 square miles of 
parks and some 327,000 
trees. 

Green and other arborists 
said they have seen an 
increase in the number of 
diseased trees in the city. 
As they get less water, they 
become more prone to ill¬ 
ness caused by pests. In 


addition to bark beetles. 
Green has seen a newer 
pest drilling tunnels in the 
trunks of “dozens and doz¬ 
ens of trees.” 

Arborists say the number of 
falling trees and limbs does 
not appear to have risen in 
Los Angeles, 

but there are concerns 
that could be next. They 
also are worried that if a 
strong El Nino brings a wet 
California winter, already 
distressed trees will col¬ 
lapse when a storm hits. 
“We’re really right on the 
brink of starting to face 
more serious issues,” said 
Cindy Blain, executive di¬ 
rector of California Re- 
Leaf, a nonprofit network 
of urban and community 
foresting groups around 
the state. “This is a critical

time.” 

A new six-person crew re¬ 
moves potentially hazard¬ 
ous trees from Los Angeles 
parks. So far this year, it has 
moved out 550 trees - sur¬ 
passing the 300 removed in 
an average year. 

“They are starting to fail 
due to the drought, and 
we want to make sure 
these trees don’t poten¬ 
tially pose a hazard to the 
public," said Laura Bau- 


renfeind, principal forester 
with the city parks depart¬ 
ment. 

Turf areas in city parks are 
being watered three times 
a week, down from at least 
five when drought regu¬ 
lations were not in place. 
To help nearby trees com¬ 
pensate, the city and non¬ 
profits are installing make¬ 
shift basins to filter water to 
trees. 

Meanwhile, a public edu¬ 
cation campaign is under¬ 
way. California ReLeaf has 
partnered with Save Our 
Water, a coalition of the 
California Department of 
Water Resources and Asso¬ 
ciation of California Water 
Agencies, to better inform 
residents about proper tree 
care during the drought. 
Blain said many of the 
people she’s spoken with 
say they have forgotten 
about their trees or gotten 
worried and began water¬ 
ing at the tree’s base. Trees 
should be watered from 
the edge of their canopy. 

If a tree goes too long with¬ 
out enough water, it will 
become unable to soak 
up liquid at all. 

Like many Californians, 
Bruce Birkett has reduced 
lawn watering at his child¬ 
hood home in Los Angeles 
in response to the drought. 
Recently, though, he's 
watched in grief as the gi¬ 
ant cedar in the front yard 
became brittle and brown. 
“That was hard,” he said, 
“watching this lovely tree 
looking poor."0

‘Mission: Impossible’ climbs to No. 1, ‘Vacation’ is a bust

LOS ANGELES (AP) — The 

stakes may be high for 
Ethan Hunt and his team 
in “Mission: Impossible - 
Rogue Nation," but it was 
hardly impossible for the 
Tom Cruise pic to conquer 
the box office. 

The fifth installment in the 
nearly 20-year-old film se¬ 
ries has earned $56 million, 
according to studio esti¬ 
mates Sunday. Opening 
weekend audiences were 
62 percent male and 81 
percent over the age of 
25. 

It’s the second-highest 
opening for a “Mission" film 
since “Mission Impossible 
II” took in $57.8 million over 
Memorial Day weekend 
in 2000. Rentrak’s Senior 
Media Analyst Paul Der- 
garabedian said Cruise is 
to credit for making these 
films one of the longest- 
running viable franchises 
on the market. 

“He created a new Tom 
Cruise in the minds of au¬ 
diences. He came off as 
very approachable, funny, 
he did the lip synching with 
Jimmy Fallon. This is the 
playbook on how a star 
— who is also a producer 
on the movie — gets the 
word out about his movie,” 
he said. “He's a marketing 
machine." 

The Paramount and Sky- 
dance Productions film 
from writer-director Chris¬ 
topher McQuarrie cost a 
reported $150 million to 
produce and should have 
no problem making up its 
budget, especially with 
overseas earnings. 

Besides generating some 
of the best reviews in the 
series, “Rogue Nation" was 
bumped up on the release 
schedule from Christmas 
to summer somewhat last 
minute — even though 
they were still shooting the 
movie well into the spring. 
Megan Colligan, Para¬ 
mount's president of world¬ 
wide distribution and mar¬ 
keting, said that made ad¬ 
vance marketing a chal¬ 
lenge. 

“We had to be precise in 
what we were doing and 
take some chances and 
live a little outside the box. 
We knew how good the 


movie was," she said. 

Some of those unconven¬ 
tional choices included 
screening the movie be¬ 
fore it was finished. 

The film also did not ap¬ 
pear to suffer from any 
Cruise backlash as a result 
of Alex Gibney’s Scientol¬ 
ogy documentary “Going 
Clear,” which came out 
earlier this year. 

“The average moviegoer 
just cares about the mov¬ 
ie," said Dergarabedian. 
“They're not thinking about 
that other stuff.” 
Meanwhile, Warner Bros.’ 
‘Vacation,’ went a bit off 
track. The $30 million film 
earned $14.9 million over 
the weekend and $21.2 
million since opening 
Wednesday. Starring Ed 
Helms and Christina Apple- 
gate, the R-rated film was 
imagined as a continua¬ 
tion of the 1983 road trip 
comedy “National Lam¬ 
poon’s Vacation” when a 
now grown Rusty Griswold 
(Helms) takes his family to 
Wally World. 

Critics were not kind to the 
raunchy comedy from first¬ 
time directors John Fran¬ 
ces Daley and Jonathan 
Goldstein, and audiences 
as a whole didn't seem too 
thrilled either. According to 
exit polls, audiences gave 
the film a not-promising B 
CinemaScore. 

“While we have a B overall 
CinemaScore, the younger 
the audience, the higher 
the score,” Warner Bros.' 
domestic distribution Ex¬ 
ecutive Vice President Jeff 
Goldstein said. 


Also, Goldstein noted that 
interest piqued over the 
weekend. The film built 
momentum and actually 
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slightly outperformed what 
its modest Wednesday and 
Thursday earnings had pre¬ 
dicted for the weekend. 


Dergarabedian said that 
“Vacation" started out 
slow partially because 
“Mission: Impossible” domi¬ 
nated the conversation, 
but it has the potential to 
gain traction. 

“That was a tough open¬ 
ing,” he said. “We’ll see 
how it does in the coming 
weeks.” 

Holdovers “Ant-Man," 
"Minions," and “Pixels," 
rounded out the top five. 
While the year-to-date box 
office is still up 8.3 percent, 
it will be down significantly 
for this weekend from last 
year when “Guardians of 
the Galaxy” opened to a 
stunning $94.3 million. 
Estimated ticket sales for 
Friday through Sunday at 
U.S. and Canadian the¬ 
aters, according to Rent- 
rak. □

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At 93, TV producer Lear seeks to keep pushing boundaries

BEVERLY HILLS, Calif. (AP) — 

Veteran TV producer Nor¬ 
man Lear of “All in the Fam¬ 
ily” fame is looking ahead 
to his next groundbreaking 
series. 

Lear, 93, told a TV critics' 
meeting Saturday that he’s 
working on a Hispanic ver¬ 
sion of his single-parent 
comedy “One Day at a 
Time." 

“I love the idea because 
I don’t see enough of that 
representation on the air,” 
said Lear, who is the subject 
of a PBS’ "American Mas¬ 
ters” documentary planned 
for 2016. 

The original series aired from 
1975 to 1984 and starred 
Bonnie Franklin as the moth¬ 
er of two girls, played by 
Valerie Bertinelli and Mack¬ 
enzie Phillips. The reboot 
would focus on a Latino 
woman with perhaps a boy 
and a girl, Lear said, and a 
grandmother. 

He wants to show three

generations of Latinas, he 
said. Does he have actors 
in mind? “Yes, but I'm not 
going to share,” Lear re¬ 
plied, his tone as jaunty as 
his trademark white hat. 

He was asked why broad¬ 


cast networks aren't air¬ 
ing sitcoms with the kind of 
topical humor that was a 
constant of Lear's shows of 
the 1970s through the mid- 
1990s, which besides “All in 
the Family” included “The 
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Jeffersons” and “Maude.” 
“My guess is that, first of all, 
they’re (producers) fully ca¬ 
pable of doing it. They just 
don't elect to,” or the ma¬ 
jor networks don’t elect to 
have them do so, Lear said, 


adding, “So I don’t know 
which it is. ... They’re doing 
very well without it. I love 
‘Modern Family.’" 

Lear, whose last sitcom was 
1994's short-lived “704 Haus¬ 
er,” was asked if networks 
shied away from working 
with him because of his 
edgy humor or his years. 
Perhaps his age is at issue, 
he said, “but nobody shakes 
my hand and says, ‘You’re 
too old.’ Nobody shakes my 
hand and says, ‘I'm afraid 
you're gonna croak.’” 

Lear, known for his social 
activism, was asked if he 
found much to laugh at in 
today’s politics. 

“It’s so hard,” he said. While 
he’s labeled a progressive, 
a liberal or a lefty, “I think of 
myself as a bleeding heart 
conservative" who is intent 
on seeing the U.S. Constitu¬ 
tion and Bill of Rights pro¬ 
tected. Americans are pa¬ 
triotic, he said, but "I don't 
need their flag pins to prove 
it. I would like them to go 
back to civics lessons.”□
